May it please your Excellency, 

I have the honour to submit the Annual Report on the condition 
and progress of the University. 

The total number of persons who entered for the various 
Examinations of the University during the year 1908 was 4,130: 
in the previous year it was 4,1.15. 

The Appendixes to this Report contain Tables giving all 
important details connected with the Examinations held in 1908, 
for both male and female candidates. A Table is also given 
showing the Academic progress, in the various Faculties, made 
by Students matriculated in 1S81 to 1907, inclusive. 

There were three public meetings of the University in 1908. 
The first two were of a formal character, and were held on the 
14th day of May and the 24th day of July, respectively, mainly 
for the purposes of conferring degrees on the candidates who had 
qualified therefor at the Medical Examinations held in the Spring, 
and at the Arts, Law and Engineering Examinations held in the 
Summer. 

The third meeting of the University was held on the 30th day of 
October, to confer degrees on the Candidates who qualified 
therefor at the Autumn Examinations, and to declare the 
distinctions obtained by Candidates at the Honour Examinations, 
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Twenty-seventh Report of the Royal University. 

Details of the proceedings at these meetings are given in 

Appendixes I. and II. 

In conformity with the provisions of the Act of Parliament, 
44 and 45 Vic., chap. 52, the accounts of the receipts and expen- 
diture of the University, with the corresponding vouchers and 
other documents, are rendered quarterly to the Comptroller and 
Auditor-General, who submits an annual report and abstract to 
Parliament.

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Twenty- seventh Annual Meeting op the Royal University op 
Ireland. 

October 30th, 1903. 

The Chancellor of the University, the Right Hon. Lord 
Castletown op Upper Ossory, presided. 

The following was the Chancellor’s Address: — 

My Lords, Ladies and Gentlemen, 

The remarks I have to make to-day will be very brief. I 
have to announce vo you with much regret the deaths of several 
very distinguished Senators of our University — the first being that of Sir 
Thomas Moffet, who died in duly of this year. His literary attain- 
ments were so well known in Ireland that they need no words from me, but 
what was, I think, very remarkable was the splendid educational work 
that he carried out in Galway. Many of the students who owed to him 
their first steps in life are now men of the highest eminence — Sir Raymond 
West, Sir Andrew Reed, his old friend, Sir Wm. Thomson, Mr. T. P. 
O’Connor, and last, but not least, Lord Antony MacDonnell. His personality 
was one that could never be forgotten by those who had the pleasure and 
honour of his acquaintance, and I think I may say that if we have 
such men to lead our new Universities upwards we need have no 
hesitation as to the results. By the death of Lord Rosse the 
world had been deprived of a great scientific observer and of a great 
mechanical and astronomical genius. His diffidence and modesty precluded 
many from realising the brilliant learning and depth of research of which 
he was master. He was a broadminded and commonsen.se Irishman, and 
I cannot say how much I regret his demise at so early an age. By 
the death of Sir John Banks, not only the Senate, but the whole world of 
Ireland and Great Britain, has been deprived of a great and well-known 
individuality. Born in the early years of the last century, he was a 
wonderful link with the past, and as one of the ablest physicians of the 
day, he out-lined and pioneered for many of his fellow-countrymen the 
magnificent work they had before them. * 

I am glad to say that, in the last years of its life, the Royal shows 
additional vigour and strength. Our degrees are more numerous 
and the honours I have to announce are more deserved and distin- 
guished than ever. The D.Sc. degree will be conferred honoris causa upon 
Professor Alf. Senior, Ph.D. (Berlin) on account of his eminent successes 
as a teacher of chemistry in Queen’s College, Galway, and for his many 
valuable researches in chemical science, and upon Professor Conway, M.A., 
for his original contributions to the science of mathematics. Professor 
Senier’s devotion to chemical research, and his untiring energy, have 
enabled him to make many valuable contributions to the science of 
chemistry; but his chief claim to recognition as an investigator of fore- 
most rank rests on his contributions to the study of acridines, mostly 
published in the Journal of the Chemical Society. There are altogether 
nine papers, which include the discovery of hexa methyl acridine, 
tetramethyl acridines, a dinaphtacridine application of Grignard’s reaction 
to acridines, proofs of constitution of dinaphtacridines. Professor Con- 
way’s published papers deal with different mathematical problems in a 
masterly manner. The value of his work is enhanced by its being in great 
part concerned directly with those branches of electricity in which striking 
advances are now being made. 

I have now come to those examinational honours and awards 
■which our Royal has been able to grant this year. They form 
a very fine record. First we have Junior Fellowships, £200 a year for 
four years, one in Mental Science, and one in Mathematical Science. 
(Proceeding, the Chancellor quoted from the Honours’ list, and referred 
in particular to several of the successful candidates. Continuing, he 
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said) : — I have only a few more words t<T say, partly of a personal 
nature. It is very rarely that a hope is realised, an ideal accom- 
plished. I can, I think, claim both proud distinctions, and though 
I have been successful, and am proud of my success, I relinquish the task 
of future work to others. This is in the nature of life and the sequence 
of natural existence, and I have no intention of cavilling at it. As this 
is the last time, most probably, I shall address you as Chancellor, I desire 
to tell you and the outside public how deep and close my connection has 
been with the Irish University ideal, the ideal of a National University. 
To explain this I must tell you that many years ago when I was only 17 or 
IS, I used to hear a great deal of Irish politics. I had the cheek to write to 
my father, then Liberal M.P. for Queen’s Co., a Parliamentary memo- 
randum on the subject of a National University suited to the needs of our 
Catholic fellow-countrymen. Prom that day to the beginning of this year 
I have believed in, I have worked for, and have ever striven for this ideal. 
I have seen Prime Minister after Prime Minister of both Parties, Chief 
Secretary after Chief Secretary, and got no further. Time after time we 
have been near fruition, and then again the outlook became dark. Other 
men than I have occupied the public gaze as the makers of such schemes, 
but their schemes have come to nothing. I have watched them all fail, as 
I knew they would fail, one by one. At last my opportunity came. His 
Excellency — and I owe him a deep debt of gratitude, for he helped me to 
carry through my hope — made me Chancellor of this University. 
I knew when I accepted, that I might have it in my power to help forward 
any Government scheme that would be proposed and possibly obtain the 
end we were striving for. At last my moment came. I felt that I could 
perhaps do the work of my lifetime and assist in giving to Ireland a 
University or Universities witbin which she could work out her educational 
salvation. I asked the Chief Secretary if I might try and bring together 
the different lines of thought. Mr. Birrell placed no impediment to my 
idea ; he was sympathetic and encouraging. I worked for some months 
among those whom I knew realised the urgency of the hour, the hopeless- 
ness of delay. All whom I consulted lent not only a willing ear, but 
also a helping hand, and the nascent scheme became ready to be moulded 
into a Bill. It is not for me to tell you the details of that time. 
It is sufficient to say that I had the honour of being an active worker for 
Ireland’s educational need. I need not tell you how that Bill was piloted 
through Parliament. I need not refer to the splendid work of its pioneer. 
Ireland owes a deep debt to Mr. Birrell. The Bill became an Act, and we 
are now ready to create a new Educational Ireland of the highest type- 
The Statutory Commission is sitting to frame the new Statutes and clothe 
t!m living body,' and we, here, are now but the simulacrum of the old 
University. Thongh I call ourselves hut a shadow now, I affirm 
that we have done good work in the old University. Sound, practical 
work has been done by your Standing Committee and by your Senate. The 
speeches made last night at University College, by Rev. Dr. Delany and his 
Grace the Archbishop of Tuam, prove that the Royal has done splendid 
work in the past, and has, most probably, led Ireland by slow degrees to the 
highest appreciation of University training. We may leave the stage now 
to others, but- we need not be ashamed of the parts we played or the work 
we did in Irish history. To show that we have progressed even when dying, 
I quote these figures : —

I, personally , have always taken the deepest interest in the educational life 
of our land, and though I may not have been one of those who blazoned 
their work or their light on the hill-top, I have done spade-work that will 
last for many a long day. Prom now on, my official connection with Ireland’s

•educational life is severed, I suppose, for good. I hope, therefore, you 
will let me, in a very few words, say wliat I think should be our future 
desire, our earnest endeavour. In the first place, in education there 
must be, if there is to be success — there must be sequence in the worK 
of the child — first in the primary school, then in the Intermediate, 
and eventually, if desired, in the University. I say, let that sequence be 
an inspected sequence. I mean by an inspected sequence as follows. I want 
to see the boy and girl, as they pass through the grades of their 
educational work, feel that they are helped forward in each grade 
and up each ladder. There are many who., from natural inability, 
delicacy, ill-health, cannot go onwards and upwards. Why are they to 
be forced and driven while those brighter and abler are kept back by 
the incapacity of the others? In the great educational systems of 
continental countries, which I have studied, and which some of the wiseacres 
are beginning to think worth learning, this scheme is all-prevalent and 
all-efficient. Why on earth can we not learn it over here? The Irish 
Party., the leaders of public opinion, and the Hierarchy of the Catholic 
Church, approve the liberty of the present University scheme as now 
proposed. Surely if it is as free and as valuable as it is admitted to be 
now is the time to make it efficient also 1 I now come to another point. _ 1 
have heard from one section that fears are entertained that this University 
will be secular, and, possibly, not sufficiently Catholic. On the other hand; 
I have heard that it will be too intensely clerical and not sufficiently liberal 
in its training. Has not the time come for Irishmen to join together, 
especially Irishmen of Catholic parentage, to realise that they have to 
fight, not Clericalism and not Socialism, but that they have to fight for 
existence and in a perpetual combat for efficiency as represented by 
continual competition with others, and by the dire necessity of poun s 
shillings and pence. I rejoice to hear the name to be given is the National 
University.” It is the name I have urged for years. Surely it could be 
made absolutely national! I have longed to see m Ireland a University of 
that name. Belfast and Trinity will now compete vigorously, and though 
I hope after a time that all three Universities will join hands, the struggle 
must be a severe one. No one hates more than I do Agnosticism, 
Scepticism, and irreligion, but a man or woman can be the ablest of 
educated beings while remaining a religious and conscientious believer. 
Why even the greatest scientists of our day are among the most 
profound believers in Immortality, in Religion and its attendant blessing . 
I spoke in this Hall a year ago of the intimate connection between religion 
and education, and I proved how perfect the combination could Be from 
the able essays of Canon Sheehan and his quotations from Pere Didon 
and others. This new University will have a freedom which has long been 
desired by Catholics and others. Surely those entrusted with the working 
of it will so mould its system that the highest types of education be 
connected with the most devout of religious ideas and that religio 
training tempered by true Christian toleration combined with the most 
efficient teaching, may become the keystone of the education of the using 
generation of Ireland. But this is not all that may e requir . 
wicked to give a young man the highest education and simply turn him 
out loose on the world; there is no necessity for 
Specialisation is one of the greatest needs of the day.

The new Universities 
have an open field and the highest hopes and have magnificent raw 
material to train. I trust and pray that these aspirations may be 
fulfilled, and that the higher educated life of Ireland may become, fiom 
the Capes of Antrim to the Tastnet, truly and honestly, and, in the best 
meaning of the word, ’* National.” 
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Sir Janies Creed Meredith, one of the Secretaries of the University, 
read the list of successful candidates for Degrees, and the persons 
named were presented by Dr. Joseph M'Grath, the other Secretary, 
to the Chancellor, who admitted them to their respective Degrees.
